BOSTON (AP) — Hundreds of 
thousands of Americans may get 
sick each year with salmonella 
poisoning caused by a strain of 
the germ that is resistant to five 
antibiotics. 

This strain has been a problem 
in Europe, particularly Britain, 
for several years. But until 
it was rare in the United 


A . study by the Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention 
found that between 68,000 and 
340,000 cases of infection with 
this germ now occur annually in 
the United States. The estimate 
is rough because most food poi- 
soning cases caused by salmonel- 
la never get reported. 

The CDC estimates that 
between 800,000 and 4 million 
people in all get sick with salmo- 
nella each year, and 500 people 
die,
